The resolution takes no account 
of the $2,700,000 of federal money 
for 1920, and of the specific terms 
upon which that money can be 
used in Georgia, or of how the joint 
use of state, county and federal 
money is affected by the limita- 
tion proposed. 

It fails to realize that at least 
$4,000,000 of such agreements sat- 
isfactory to Washington must be 
forthwith set aside in order that 
the impracticable demand for coun- 
ty distribution shall immediately 
proceed. :

contracts and cripple an effective 
organization on the ultimatum of 
refusal to vote for state road bonds. 


FILM CENSORSHIP. 
A bill is pending in the general 


assemibly, the purpose of which is to 


create a board of censors for all mo- 
tion pictures exhibited in the state. 

If enacted into law, and enforced, 
the effect of this bill would be to 
close the doors of many motion pic- 
ture theaters in Georgia, especially 
those in our smaller cities and} 
towns, because it places the cost of 
censorship wholly upon the picture 
theater—a'cost so great that the 
smaller houses could not meet it 
and continue in business. ‘Thus 
thousands of our citizen: would be 
deprived of the pleasure, amuse- 
ment, recreational and educational 
benefits of motion pictures. 

The chief danger in legislation 
of this kind is that the tendency in 
it is to go to extremes—to go too 
far—and cause a back-sweep of 
public sentiment, bringing about a 
popular feeling of resentment that 
would undo the good that already 
has been accomplished in the di- 
rection of the reform aimed at. 

A bill is now pending in the leg- 

islature intended to regulate styles 
of bathing suits permissible to be“ 
worn in Georgia, and to dictate 
where, when and under what cir- 
cumstances swimming pools and 
bathing beaches may be patron- 
ized. 
Ot course, such a measure will 
not be enacted into law; but if it 
should be, together with its pic- 
ture-censorship companion, the 
next “reform” measure we might 
consistently expect would be a 
bill assuming to dictate to people 
what styles and olors of collars 
and ties they might wear; that the 
sexes should not mingle on the 
street cars, and the like.

“No right thinking citizen, 80 far 
as his influence goes, will approve 
of the state dt Georgia going into 
the business of cwning and operat- 
ing public L t least, that 
is my judgment. So no water pow- 
er would be developed under the 
proposed legislation, even if en- 
acted. The net result, therefore, of 
the passing of the proposed legisla- 
tion would be to destroy the only 
agencies which are now developing 
water power in the state. Here is 
another example of how the good 
citizens of Atlanta are letting their 
true interest go by default, sleeping 
over this attempted destructive mis- 
leadership of the three whom I have 
named, Key, Eagan and Jackson.

Hook zephyrs with it, and 
the fth and decisive race for the 
America’s cup was called off after 
the contenders had wallowed along 
for four and a half hours in a vir- 
tually breezeless sea. The third at- 
tempt to rin the race which will 
settle the 1920’s>yachting suprem- 
acy will be made tomorrew, wind 
and weather permitting. The course 
will be the same that the rivals 
tried to cover today—fifteen miles 
to windward and fifteen miles to 
leeward. | 

Although their favorite failed to 
win today, Resolute's supporters 
took great comfort in the fact that 
she was leading the challenger by 
about two miles when the match 
was declared off. Measured in ac- 
“tual progress toward the far-away 
stake in the prevailing wind, this 
meant about an hour’s sailing, for 
the defender had consumed a trifle 
more than four and a half hours in 
covering nine miles of the course. 

Both yachts, however, had cov- 
ered considerable. more distance 
than nine miles, for immediately 
after the start, Captain Adams, of 
the Resolute, and Captain Burton, 
of Shamrock IV., got into à luffing 
match that took them far off the 
course and well in toward the Jer- 
ser shore. 

When they finally came about 
afteft an hour and twenty minutes 
of sailing that had carried them 
only a short distance nearer the 
7 than they were at the start. 

esolute had picked up the 56-sec- 
ond lead Shamrock IV. took at the 
start, and soon passed the green 
challenger. 

But the Breath of wind that had 
given the committee sufficient hope 
to start the race had died out by 
this time and the sloops fairly 
drifted, until the match was de- 
clared off. 

Today's was the second race or 
the series to be called off because 
neither. boat was able to finish 
within the allotted six hours.
